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Rejoinder of the groups of the invention is proper because the 
light-scattering sheet of claim 1 of Group II and the process for 
producing a light-scattering sheet of claim 19 of Group I are so 
intimately related that no undue burden is placed upon the 



limitations of independent claim 1 and a finding of allowability of 
independent claim 1 (of Group II) would also result in independent 
claim 19 (of Group I) to be instantly allowable. 

Accordingly, examination of all of the claims of the invention 
on the merits is respectfully requested. In the event that the 
Examiner chooses to not immediately rejoin the claims, Applicants 
submit that once allowable subject matter is found for the product 
claims, and providing the method of making claims include the same 
allowable subject matter, the Examiner should rejoin the claims. 
MPEP §821.04.
